(vii) the operator shall provide the consumer with a notification that, while a permit has been issued by the local
health department, the kitchen may not meet all of the requirements of a commercial retail food establishment.  
 
2.   Page 8, Line 242 through Page 9, Line 243: 
242     (c) is restricted to the location and hours listed on the permit; { and   } 
(d) shall include a statement that reads: "This location is permitted under modified FDA 
requirements."; and
